Chief Field Naturalist 
Says Decision Of 
S t a t e 
Game 
Board Is Good 
Policy. 


A serious over-abundance of deer 
in Pennsylvania, resulting in wide­ 
spread starvation of the animals 
themselves in addition 
to 
exten­ 
sive damage to trees, shrubbery 
and farm crops and 
consequent 
food shortages for other animals, 
is rejjorted in a survey made by 
Verrxm Bailey, chief held natural­ 
ist, 
bureau 
of biological survey, 
Washington. 
The 
investigation 
was inude independently at the re­ 
quest of the state game commis­ 
sion. 
The investigation 
centered 
in 
Mifflin, ( enter, Clearfield and Elk 
counties, where 
the 
main deer 
ranges are 
located, but also in­ 
cluded numerous other sections. 
“The whole trouble comes down 
to a condition of overstocking of 
the range with deer/' Mr. Bailey's 
report, received yesterday, reads. 
“ From life-long observations on 
the food habits of deer over prac­ 
tically all of the United States, I 
ani aware of 
their 
varied 
food 
habits, but never before have I 
found them in one locality feed ng 
on so many different kinds 
of 
vegetation,” he said. 
Damage To Trees And Shrubs 
Extermination over wide areas 
of 
arbutus, 
wintergreen, 
club 
mosses, 
rhododendron and laurel 
was found By the investigator, and 
extensive damages to white pine, 
hemlock, 
chestnut, 
red 
maple, 
striped maple, black birch, sumach, 
devil’s club. sweet fern, blueberry 
bushes and 
huckleberry 
bushes 
weic noted. 
A large number of 
other plants were found to be less 
seriously damaged. 
Few fam i crops were exempt 
from ravages by the starving deer, 
according 
to 
the 
report. 
Corn, 
buckwheat, oats, beans, cabbage, 
potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
apples 
and grapes are all relished by the 
animals, It was pointed out 
Ninety-five per Cent of a recent 
planting of GOOD pine and spruce 
seedlings in one district was de­ 
stroyed and the few remaining 
were not expected 
to 
last until 
next spring, Mr. Bailey testified. 
He estimated that there wert* 
45.000 bucks in the state, and that 
there 
were 
twenty-five does 
to 
every buck, indicating more than a 
million docs present on the deer 
ranges. 
State game commission 
figures agreed with these. 
Small Game Suffer 
Grouse, 
pheasants, 
turkeys, 
quail, rabbits and other small ram** 
were enumerated os rmong those 
suffering by the over-abundance of 
deer. Similar food materials are 
accountable for the situation, it 
was pointed out. 
“The present need seems to he 
for less does urn! greater numbers 
of bucks,” he said. 
“This could 
be accomplished by an open season 
on does, which, besides reducing 
their numbers, would scatter them 
over a much wider area and make 
them wild. 
The 
proportion of 
bucks should ultimately be not less 
than one to three does.” 
Hunting one sex at a time is the 
greatest protection against hunt­ 
ing accidents, he asserted. Shoot­ 
ing at any deer, without first as­ 
certaining the 
sex, 
results in a 
large number of fatalities to hunt­ 
ers. 
Introduction of additional plants 
suitable for deer food and a va­ 
riety of game animals were sug­ 
gested as economy measures for 
food range.

AIRCRAFT WILL 


BE GOVERNED DY 


MYRIAD RULES 


Aeronautics Commis­ 
sion To Insist On 
Rigid 
Exami­ 
nation For 
Fliers. 


Harrisburg, June 7.—Rated and 
licensed airports, airplanes, pilots 
and mechanics, 
all 
governed by 
rigid regulations, will become op­ 
erative in 
Pennsylvania 
July I, 
under a code adopted here yester­ 
day by the State Aeronautics Com­ 
mission. 
The 
commission 
was 
treated by the last session of the 
State Legislature. 
A double check on aircraft used 
in commercia! transportation was 
provided for, 
the commission re­ 
quiring thut all such 
planes 
be 
licensed by the Department of In­ 
ternal 
Affairs and 
carry 
a cer­ 
tificate of public convenience, is­ 
sued by the Public 
Service Com­ 
mission. 
Tests for Pilots 
All pilots must pass a physical 
examination, a test on air traffic 
rules and a test on maneuvers, the 
latter similar to the 
one now re­ 
quired of motor 
drivers 
by 
the 
State Highway Department but de­ 
scribed as much more rigid. 
The new rules are intended to 
make aviation safe and stable, “so 
people will be anxious to fly,” ac­ 
ed ding to members of the com­ 
mission. 
Th? 
code 
agrees with 
Federal air 
regulations, 
and 
is 
paiticularly 
adapted to the state, 
the commissioners said. 
It applies to all aircraft c u r a t ­ 
ing over the state when tho point 
of origin is within the state, and 
includes 
instruction 
of 
students 
and the operation of aircraft by 
owners for pleasure 
or business. 
Planes engaged in interstate com­ 
merce are exempt. 
Under the new regulations fly­ 
ing circuses entering the state for 
exhibition purposes must obtain a 
permit from 
the 
Public 
Service 
Commission. 
Aircraft 
operating 
In the state must 
have the Penn­ 
sylvania license number, preceded 
by the Utter “P.” and enclosed in 
a keystone, painted on the fuselage. 
Frequent inspections by the De­ 
partment of 
Internal 
Affairs are 
provided for. 
A minimum height of HHK) feet 
is required over congested settle­ 
ments and assembles of person-*, 
and of 500 feet 
elsewhere. 
All 
maneuvers must be conducted at a 
height of more than 
fifteen hun­ 
dred feet, and 2000 feet over high­ 
ways, and ate banned over settle­ 
ments, open-air assemblages 
of 
people and within 1000 feet of air­ 
ports. 
Special Authority 
Dropping of objects from the air 
is prohibited except in the interest 
of safety for passengers and pilot. 
Special 
authority is 
required for 
the transportation 
of 
explosives 
other thun fuel and signals. 
Pilots are 
divided 
into 
four 
classes: 
Transport 
pilots of 200 
hours’ solo flying, limited commer­ 
cial I ilts of 200 hours’ experience 
but limited in flying 
area, indus­ 
trial pilots of fifty hours, and pri­ 
vate pilots of ten hours. 
The lat­ 
ter two may not transport passen­ 
gers for hire, Hnd private pilots 
are barred for hauling freight. 
Pilots are required to keen an 
accurate record 
of 
their 
flying 
time. 
Engine mechanics, of two 
years’ experience ‘and airplane me­ 
chanics of one year’s experience 
ale classified. 
Airports must ob­ 
tain a license from 
the 
Depart­ 
ment of Internal 
Affairs. 
Air­ 
ports and landing fields are to be 
rated according to 
size, 
general 
equipment and night flying equip­ 
ment.
